Senator Gorman sijuaroly made tliiK an iHRue 
in the Maryland election, and a dislranrhiving bill, with 
the "grandfather" clause — exempting from teat* of liter- 
acy tboae whoM ancebtors were voters betora 1867— was 
amnni!: the first introduced at Frankfort. 

It the Southern Democrats who are forcing these mea 
•una do not perceive their ultimate inevitable conse* 
quenco they are lacking in political understanding. The 
prepunderating vote of the Northern states will not con 
sent permanently to representation in Congress and in 
the Electoral College of millioos ol disfrancbiied inhabi 
tants in the Southern states. Eapecially it tbit tme when 
the disfranchising qualifications apply and are inteqded 
to operate not against illiteracy or abiftleuneM oranwor- 
thiness, but solely aa;«ilist color. 

In the tew states of the "dark belt" where the colore<l 
population outniip^' • r^^ the white precautions against 
"Negro rule" an ju-tiiii d, even by residents from the 
North living there, by the "higlu r law" of necessity; but 
in border states like Maryland and Kentucky, where white 
preponderance is overpowering, no such excuse can be 
urged. Nor do the Demoerate who are (lUshing these 
measnii'>4 seem to have calculated the possible eSect upon 
their party in doubtful Northern states ol arraying solidly 
•gainst it the very considerable Negro vote. This issue 
may make the South solid, but it bns another side.
